Montreal, Jan. 12.—What was 
probably the most severe storm 
Montreal lias experienced in years 
swept over the city last night 
when a fierce blizzard, which at 
times attained a velocity o t sixty 
miles an hour, whirled the snow 
about and piled it in drifts eight 
to ten feet deep on many of the 
principal streets. As far as can 
he ascertained at present the 
storm did not result in any ma¬ 
terial damage nor were any acci¬ 
dents or fatalities reported at 
hospitals.

Ottawa. Jan. 12. — (Canadian 
Press)—Juvenile crime figures 
disclosed a downward trend in 
Canada. 

This is pointed out in the forty- 
fifth annual report on the crim¬ 
inal statistics of Canada, publish¬ 
ed to-day. In 1919 it was shown 
that 20.3 per cent of the total con¬ 
victions for indictable offences 
were of children under sixteen 
years of age, which figure was a 
decrease of 2.3 pe» cent, from 
that of the previous year, in 1920 
the percentage of Juvenile crime 
to the total had dropped to 18.19. 
Previous to 1919 for a period of 
fourteen yefers it had been rising

Vancouver. Jaq. 12. Despite the 
strenuous efforts made by the num¬ 
erous candidates to get the vote out. 
up to noon only 560 out of a total of 
41,000 names on the voters’ list had 
exercised the franchise. This esti¬ 
mate is based on figures obtained 
from the deputy returning officers of 
the various polling booths. It is ex¬ 
pected that between 9.000 and 10,000 
votes will be cast during the day.

Taking three typical industries, 
iron, steel, leather and textiles, (he 
report showed that wages paid per 
hour in these industries were higher 
In Canada than in Great Britain, 
France or Germany, and that wages 
in the lumber industry in Canada 
compared with the United States 
were also generally higher.

Ottawa, Jan. 12.—(Canadian Press) 
—While naval authorities here can 
not say whether or not a submarine 
is being used in an alleged rum run¬ 
ning traffic along the Pacific coast 
between Canada and the United 
States, they are firm in stating that 
the undersea "boose boat” was never 
In the possession of the Canadian 
Government.
